Please amend claim 43 to read as follows: A process for 
producing an immunogenic composition comprising human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV) Tat adsorbed to the surface of 
anionic nanoparticles by electrostatic interactions comprising 
the following steps: 

(a) producing a Tat protein comprising the following steps: 

(1) biosynthesizing Tat protein in a bacterial cell 
culture; 
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(2) producing a crude isolate of Tat; 

(3) removing bacterial RNA from the crude isolate of Tat; 

(4) isolating Tat protein from endotoxin in the crude 
isolate of step (3) ; 

(b) mixing anionic nanoparticles with the Tat protein of step 
( 4 ) ; and 

(c) isolating and purifying said Tat-adsorbed anionic 
nanoparticles, 

wherein said composition is capable of inducing strong humoral 
and cell-mediated anti-Tat responses. 



Claim 43 has been amended to specify that the nanoparticles 
of interest are anionic (see the specification at pp. 17 and 
18) . The restriction requirement only as it pertains to Groups 
IV (claims 33-42 and 52) and V (claims 43-48 and 53) has been 
withdrawn to facilitate compact prosecution.
